August 12" is the birthday of Her Majesty the Queen 
Sirikit, and all of Thailand celebrates this auspicious 
doy os Mother's Doy in her honor. 

HuaHinTown would like to extend our warmest 
wishes to Her Majesty on this occasion.

Born in Bangkok on Sugust 12” 1932, “Mom 
Rajawongse Sirikit Kitiyakara” is the first daughter of 
Colonel Mom Chao Nakkhatra Mangkala 
Kitiyakara, As a child she attended Saint Francis 
Xavier Catholic convent school. Her father served as 
thailand's Ambassador to France, Denmark and the 
United Kingdom.

Her Majesty is world renowned for her charitable 
work. In 1993 she was named Woman of the Year 
by Stanford University. She has served as President of 
the Thai Red Cross since 1956. Under her 
leadership, the Thai Red Cross was noted for their 
work in the aftermath of the tsunami of December 
2004. She has also been active in concern and relief 
work for refugees from Cambodia and Burma who 
have sought refuge in Thailand. The Queen is also 
active in promoting Thai culture and history both at 
home and abroad. Her initiative was the inspiration 
for the making of the award winning film “The 
Legend of Suriyothai”. 

Her Majesty has received awards for her work in 
culture and conservation from the Asia Society, the 
World Wildlife Fund, The Center for Migrant Studies, 
the International Humanitarian Award from the 
Friends of the National Children's Museum in 
Woshington, DC; the Speciol Recognition Aword 
from the United Nation's Children's Fund: an 
Award of Excellence from the UN Development 
Fund for Women; the UN Environmental 
Program Gold Medal of Distinction; and the 


Award for Humanitarian Service from the 
University of Texas M.D. Anderson Cancer 
Center. 

Her Majesty has received Honorary Degrees 
from Chulalongkorn, Thammasat, Mahidol, 
Kasetart, Silapakorn, Khon Kaen and Chian mai 
universities in Thailand; as well as Tokai 
University in Japan and Georgtown, Johns 
Hopkins and Tufts universities in the U.S.

Ducati's 696cc Motorcycle is a Smooth 





Way to Navigate Thailand's Roads 


Il right, | got caught up by the ad that's 
been running the past few months. | 
ouldn't help it. The chance to test ride a 

Ducati couldn't be passed up. So it was up to 
Ducati Thailand on Thong Lor in Bangkok for a 
close-up look and a spin around block on Ducati's 
signature bike - The Monster. 
The Ducati Monster is Urban Cool. Since its blew- 
the-bike-world-away debut 17 ago the Monster 
has been the Ducati constant. It is by far the 
longest running model the famous-for-racing 
Italian factory has in its line up of bikes. The trellis 
frame and L-twin engine make it instantly 
recognizoble. 


The 2009 Monster line-up includes the 696 and 
1100 (also available in Thailand, but presently 
sold out!). At the time we went up to visit, there 
were six 696's in the showroom, but be 
forewarned - the six that previously arrived in 
June had been sold by the end of the month. 

The ride. | hopped on the black 696 and yes, 
immediately felt cool. But also comfortable. The 
seat height is 30.3 inches (770mm), which means 
that with my 32” inseam both feet could be firmly 
planted on the ground. The reach to the

handlebars is easy, and the forward, low footpeg 
position makes the Monster the most rider-friendly 
of all the Ducatis (not to mention other makes of 
“naked” bikes). Glancing down at the digital 
instrument cluster, it has the features of the 1098- 
speedo, tach, trip odometer, fuel gauge, temp 
light, clock and lap timer - its ready for the DDA 
data analyzer option (automatically records data 
from numerous channels, including distance 
travelled, laps and lap times, throttle opening and 
engine temperature). 


With the big fuel tank sitting there, the bike feels 
solid, a feeling that doesn't go away once you 
take off. The initial feeling on taking the 696 onto 
the road is “smooth”. With the lower cc's the L- 
twin doesn't have the sudden grunt of the bigger 
Ducati's, but a smooth feeling of power delivery. 
And it does have power - 80hp and 50.6lb ft. of 
torque. So off into Bangkok traffic, over to 
Ekamai, left and onto Rama IX Road, a nice 
stretch of open urban highway. First thing you will 
notice is first gear in traffic is, well, confining, and 
second a bit sluggish. (This an easy fix though- a 
change to a 14 tooth sprocket from the stock 15 
as higher gearing is required due to European 











emission specs). But once out of the Bangkok 
15kph rut, you find that 80 HP. As a bigger 
rider (95 kilos), | was impressed at how quick 
this bike is. The revs literally shoot up in front of 
you and...bang into second....third...fourth - 
oh, 110kph, down shift back into third — no 
sudden rear wheel spinning engine breaking 
like on the bigger twins, just a smooth under- 
control downshift. BTW, with the bike having 
less than 3,000kms on it, | was conscious of the 
“break-in” period, keeping things reasonable. 
But | found how is easy it is to hit 6,000rpms 
(which is where the engine really starts to sound 
like its serious). So a quick zip up Rama IX to 
Ramkamhaeng Road and back into real city 
traffic tested the brakes - good, solid, smooth 
not grabby: the gearing and clutch - 
comfortable, but | might go for adjustable 
levers or a clutch slave if | was going to do a lot 
of city riding, and handling- | liked the light feel 
of the 696 (its only 161 kgs dry), which 
combined with the Showa forks, Sachs single 
shock and riding position makes for a quick 
responding, under control feeling; and above 
mentioned performance. 


Bottom line - the 696 is a motorcycle you can 
ride in a well-behaved, responsible manner, 
but it has loads of reserve power. The power 
band means thot you don't have to down-shift if 
you decide to accelerate significantly - you just 
have to give the throttle a little twist. 

Odds and ends: the 696 has a 3.8 gallon fuel 
tank. A clever innovation is that the fuel tank is 
not really the tank at all but a quickly 
detachable cover covering the actual fuel cell 
and air box. Both halves of the outer tank can 
be removed, either for damage repair, or y for 


merely for styling preference. Tired of the color 
scheme? Unbolt old, bolt-on new! (Change the front 
fender and rear seat cowl, and you can have an 
instant bike change). This design also allows for 
two small, screened cutouts that serve as intakes to 
the airbox while allowing greater handlebar 
movement without hitting the tank. More standouts 
include an LED taillight and an all-new ultra- 
compact "triple parabola" headlamp. 

Although the exhaust sounds a bit tame, again due 
to strict European regulations, there are a wide 
variety of choices available to improve exhaust 
sound, just ask head mechanic Mr. Jay which he 
recommends for your style of riding. Also, as | rode 
solo | didn't encounter this, but some online reviews 
have stated that the heat from the stock pipes can 
be, well, hot for a passenger.

China has made a lot of noise over the past few 
months in an attempt to get a new world reserve 
currency, preferably Asian and of course 
preferably Chinese. 

Many people consider this as a form of jingoism 
or perhaps an attempt to emphasize that the 
Chinese steam roller can become the world's 
biggest economic power much quicker than 
expected. 

Certainly if the Chinese had their way and the 
next decade saw a new Asian world reserve 
currency it would be a huge boost to them and 
speed up their economic objectives. 

Some people think the fact that the US dollar is 
the World's reserve currency is a matter of prestige 
and economic confidence in the USA and to some 
extent that is true. One thing you can always say 
about the Chinese is that they are blessed with 
business acumen and are not slow to see an 
opportunity. They don't see the reserve currency 
that way but see it for what it really is. 


Look at the facts. 

The main boom to the United States to have the 
dollar as the worlds reserve currency has been 
that during our world economic crisis is that it can 
borrow hundreds of billions of dollars in dollar 
denominated bonds at relatively low rates 
because it is assured of demand from foreign 
central banks needing to hold huge dollar 
reserves. 

That fact alone can explain why the country could 
go from an annual budget surplus 10 years ago 
to a projected deficit of more than 10 per cent of 
its gross domestic product and still managing to 
be paying almost half its 1999 interest cost for 
benchmark 10 year borrowing. 

ls it any wonder the Chinese want in on the act? 
Not only them but many observers think the Euro 
could trump the dollar and the Yuan. 

It has to be said that many in the European 
Central Bank and throughout the euro zone are 
skeptical about the Euro's use a reserve currency. 
The critical weakness of the euro is that reserve 
managers need to put 

hard cash reserves in top rated and liquid 
Government bonds 

Also Euro zone government bonds with the 
exception of German bonds have never been as 
easily tradable as Treasury securities, which have 
prices traded round the clock by a diverse mixture 
of market makers and brokers. 
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Admittedly the euro is a very young currency and 
who knows where it is headed in the next few 
decades. 

The dollar may gradually be waning as a force 
and the prospect of a notional Asian currency 
taking over may be distant but the euro has 
hurdles of its own to commanding the dominant 
reserve role. 

This may all appear unimportant to the average 
investors but if you are an expatriate investor 
depending on an income from your investments 
for your lifestyle, then it's very important. 

Just look the way the dollar headed south as soon 
as China started talking reserve currency. If all 
your assets are in one currency then you can be in 
trouble from the most unexpected quarters. 

Your mother probably told you not to keep all 
your eggs in one basket. 

Sterling investors depending on sterling 
denominated funds over the past year know 
exactly what | am talking about. Last year the 
pound was buying 68 baht and now at time of 
writing only commands 56 baht (and that's up 
these past few months from 49 baht per pound.) 
So it's straightforward - diversify or suffer in the 
future. 

If you hold a stock portfolio from which you take 
an income make sure it's diversified into dollar, 
euro, sterling and yen.-ask your adviser about the 
myriad choice of offshore funds denominated in 
different currencies with a comprehensive range 
of asset allocations 

The idea here is not to make money it's to stop 
loosing it. When one currency falls the others 
normally rises if your diversified properly you 
portfolio will eliminate currency volatility and you 
will not lose fund growth on the back of a weak 
currency. 

Keep the jingoism for the politicians and do the 
smart thing. 

Just don't hold on to the dollar just because your 
American or sterling because your British. - 
Welcome Johnny Foreigner- he could save your 
bacon. °
